You can be hypnotized by any one of stronger 
will than yourself.’’ 

In discussing the miracles the doctor re- 
minded his auditors that none of them had 
been reported by eye-witnesses, and that in 
the main they represented traditions which 
had been handed down for generations from 
father to son before they had been written. 
And in the beginning, he said, they had not 
originated with the Jews, but were trans- 
plantations, being modifications of the myths 
of older nations.

tenths for the. third, the qualities of man- 
hood; and two-tenths for the fourth, exhibi- 
tion of moral force. 

“ According to my ideas if the maximum 
mhumber of marks were 200 they would be 
apportioned sixty each for the first and third 
and forty for the second and fourth qualifica- 
tions. The marks for the several qualifica- 
tions should be awarded independently for 
the first by examination, for the second and 
third by ballot of their fellow-students, fot 
the fourth on the report of the headmaster. 
The awards should be sent for the consid- 
eration of the trustees or some person ap- 
pointed to ascertain by marks in blocks of 
twenty the best ideal of a qualified student. 

™ No student shal! be qualified or disquali- 
fled for election to a scholarship on account 
of race or religious opinions. A qualified stu- 
Gent who is elected shall take up his resi- 
Gence within six months of his election to 
the scholarship payable from such residence. 
I desire that the scholars be distributed 
among the colleges of Oxford and not resort 
in undue number to one or more colleges 
only.’’

“Mr. Rhodes’ first will was made in Sep- 
tember, 1877, when he was a young man of 
24. At that time he was only beginning tc 
amass the wealth which, before he died, 
had made him a multi-millionaire, not in dol- 
lars, but in pounds sterling. His last will 
was dated Jan. 1, 1899, but the two docu- 
ments are essentially alike in sentiment. 
They both embody, in express terms, what 
was ever the master thought of this master | 
mind, the necessity for promoting the re- 
union of the English-speaking race. 

‘““Mr. Rhodes’ will appoints a well-known 
group of seven of his friends as general 
executors of his estate. This group is fur- 
ther charged to shay, Tage the duty of act- 
ing as trustees for . educational endow-. 
ment fund, which will provo the liveliest 
discussion and excite the keénest interest 
throughout both the United States and the 
British Empire, for both communities share 
in the benefit of Mr. Rhodes’ bequest. 


First Gift to Oxford. . 
“Mr. Rhodes was a graduate of Oxford and 
a student at Oriel College, to which, by the 
way, he has left a specia! bequest of $500,000. 
He has made Oxford University, in whose 
glories the American descendants of its 
founders share equally with those who still 
inhabit the old country, the center of his edu- 
cational scheme, and he has left a sum, which 
may be roughly capitalized as representing 
$10,000,000, for the foundation of Anglo- 
American scholarships, tenable at Oxford, 
for three years. 

“To his thinking, the university, better 
than any other institution, naturally affords 
a vivifying center of race unity. It is free 
from all political complications, and a resi- 
dential university, with the old traditions 
of Oxford, seemed to: him the best fitted 
for the purpose he had in view. 

‘When I discussed with him the question 
of the choice of the university which should 
be selected as this race center, the respective 
claims of Oxford ahd Cambridge, or some 
American university’ were freely discussed. 
That Mr. Rhodes settled the qyestion in 
favor of Oxford was due to his* devotion 
to his old university, and if these fellow- 
ships had to be tenable at any one center 
it would be difficult to cavil.at his choice. 

“Mr. Rhodes, therefore, having selected 
Oxford as his race center, from his love 
of his old alma mater, has drawn up a broad 
outline of the general conditions upon which 
these scholarships should be awarded. | 

“The central- principle jof his scheme fs 
that every Boaiie-apeakloe colony and 
every State and Territory in the American 
union should be offered a scholarship of 
the value of $1,500 a year; tenable for three 
years, at Oxford. By this means Mr. Rhodes 
believed it: would be possible to make Oxford 
the center of the ‘spirit of race unity, where 
students from every part of the English- 
speaking world would meet on common 
ground in the most famous of the old uni- 
versities. 


Looking to the Future, 
* What will resuit in the future presence 
of Americans and colonials in what has so

“ Hence, he has drawn up a scheme for the 
election of students for his scholarship 
which is extremely original and character- 
istic of the man. It is as follows: 

**In the election of a student to a scholar- 
ship regard should be had to: 

** First—His literary and scholastic attain- 
ments. 

** Second—His fondness for or success in 
manly outdoor sports, such as cricket, foot- 
ball, and the like.

MARCONI HELD IN WRONG 


BRITISH EXPERT DENIES HE IN- 
VENTED HIS SYSTEM. 


Professor Silvanus Thompson Dedlares 
Wireless Telegraphy All Based of 
Discoveries of Lodge—Present Dis- 
“pute with Slaby Denounced, as 


Neither Party to It Is Considered a | 


_ Real Inventor—Englishman Said to 
Control the Situation.

LONDON, April 4.—Professor Silvanus 
Thompson tomorrow will have an article in 
the Saturday Review on the Marcon!-Slaby 
controversy. After appreciating Marconi's 
splendid achievement in sending signals 
across the Atlantic as the result of skillfully 
exploiting Lodge’s invention, Professor 
Thompson proceeds to show that neither 
Marconi nor Slaby is entitled to a patent on 
anything but the details of the systems, since 
neither of them can put himself in the posi- 
tion where Lodge stands as the original in- 
ventor. He adds: 

“The Slaby-Arco is as much a lineal de- 
scendant of Lodge's earlier work as is Mar- 
coni’s. Both of them employ Lodge’s meth- 
ods, inasmuch as both use a coherer to relay 
the Herzian waves on a telegraphic re- 
ceiver, and both employ an automatic tapper. 
Eliminate these features, which are due to 
Lodge, and both Marconi and Slaby col- 
lapse. 

Claims Devices Are Lodge’s. 

Marconi, who uses without acknowl- 

edgment these devices of Lodge, mouths out 


a denunelation of Slaby, who dares to use the 


same devices for the same purpose. Itisa 
pretty quarrel. . 

‘* If Marconi imagines that his thin patent 
claims entitle him to a monopoly of the ether 
for the purpose of transmiting signals, he is 
much mistaken. His dog-in-the-manger 
policy towards Slaby is simply silly, and the 
more so because neither of them can either 
transmit or receive a single wireless mes- 
gage in the United States without infringing 
on the patents of Lodge. 

‘It seems like the irony of fate that Lodge, 
the well known principal of the University of 
Birmingham, after expounding the prin- 
ciples of wireless telegraphy in London and 
Oxford in 1894, should find himself pushed 
aside, first by the Italian, who by dint of ad- 
vertising gains the public ear, and then by 
the German professor, and yet should actu- 
ally stand master of the transatlantic situ- 
ation because he holds the master patents in 
the United States. 


Patent Not Held by Marconi. 


“It is said that Lloyds have made an 
agreement with Marconi for fourteen years. 
Perhaps Lloyds is not aware where the 
patent rights lie. 

‘“‘Marconi may whine as he pleases about 
other men snatching rewards from the scien- 
tific investigator. Thatis precisely what he 
himself has been trying to do in the last 
four or five years, his victim being the Eng- 


lishman who was first in the field, and who, ff | 
he but Knows it, is today master of the situa- 
tion.’’ 


Big Cut in Rates Certain. __ 


The Times, commenting upon the pub- 
lished text of the agreement between the 
Canad@ian and, Sig. Marconi, will 
say tomorrow that the salient point of the 
undertaking is the substitution of a cost- 
less permanent conductor for expensive, 
fragile cables in communication between 
the Dominion and Great Britain. It is mani- 
fest, it adds, that this change alone fully, 
justifies the proposed large reduction in 
rate, and it is reasonable to hope that when 
experience is gained a still further reduc- 
tion will be possible. 

It would be difficult to exaggerate the 
importance of such a reduction in its bear- 
ings on social and commercial intercourse 
between Canada and Great Britain. The 
idea of imperial unity may be said to have 
reached maturity at the time when man's 
control of the physical forces of the uni- 
verse has become sufficient to permit its 
complete realization. 


WAR SECRET IS TOLD AT LAST. 


Attempt to Establish a Republic, in 
Spain During the Franco-Prussian 
| Conflict Is Exposed. 


PARIS, April 4.—An interesting historical 
revelation has been made by Count de 
Keratry, a former Prefect of Police, at a 
banquet given by the Aero ‘cheb in honor of 
the thirteen surviving aeronauts who left 
Paris during the siege of that city in 1870-’71. 

The Count, who descended at Prillon, near 
Bar-Le-Duc, Department of Meuse, after a 
perilous journey, said he was intrusted by 
the national defense government with a mis- 
sion to go to Madrid and persuade Marsha! 
Prim to proclaim a republic, in Spain. 
Keratry had, in the balloon, 60,000,000 francs 
($15,000,000), in Treasury bonds, which a de- 
tachment of Prussian Uhlans nearly 
captured. The money was intended to equip 
and pay an army corps of 50,000 men which 
Spain was to place at France’s disposal. 
Marshal Prim refused to undertake the task, 
although Sefior Castelar and other Spanish 
Republicans supported the proposition. 
Marshal Prim was assassinated three months 
afterwards and his murderer was nevér dis- 
covered. 

Marshal Prim organized the movement 
which, in September, 1868, resulted in the. 
flight from Spain of Queen Isabella. He 
subsequently became Minister of War in the 
provisional government, and furnished the 
pretext for the Franco-Prussian war of 1870- 
'71 by offering the throne of Spain to Prince 
Leopold Hohenzollern. In the autumn of 
1870 Marshal Prim obtained from the Span- 
ish rtes the election of the Italian Prince 
Amadeus, Duke of Aosta, as King of Spain. 


ENGLAND ORDERS AN AIRSHIP. 


British War Office to Buy Aerial Craft 
Large Enough to Carry Seven

BOY ADMITS KILLING MAN 


SAYS AGED MINER WANTED TO 
DIE AND HE CUT THROAT. 
Clyde Felt, 15 Years Old, Confesses to 
’ Police That He Murdered Watch- 
- man Near Salt Lake, Utah, Walled 

Body Up in Cave, and Buried 


Afraid to Commit Suicide — Other 
Youngsters May Be Implicated. 


‘galt Lake, Utah, April 4.—Clyde Felt, 
the 15-year-old boy who yesterday stated to 
the police that he had concealed the body of 
Samuél Collins, the aged watchman of the 
Wasatka mines at Warm Springs, after the 
latter had committed suicide, today broke 
down and confessed to two police officers 
‘thet he had cut the old man’s throat in the 
little cave above Warm Springs, stripped the 
body of clothing, bound it, and after walling 
up the entrance with stones had buried the 
blood-stained clothes.

Boy Tells of His Crime. 

‘*T killed the old man," he said, “‘ but I 
could not help it. He made me do it. We 
did not go up Ensign Peak at all and I did 
not have any valise to carry. The old man 
told me to tell that story if his body was | 
found. 

“When we got up to the little cave he 
began undressing. I asked him what he was 
doing that for, and he sald he was going to 
commit suicide. I said, ‘O, don’t do that 
while I am up here?’ Then he said: “I want 
you to kill me. Here are some stakes and 
‘gome rope. You tie me down and then cut 
my throat.’ . 

‘‘T did not like to do it, but he begged so 
hard that I just could net stand it. He took 
the rope and wrapped it around his legs and 
got me to tie his arms to his side. Then I 
took the razor. He kept on begging, and 
finally I took the razor and gave one slash 
across his throat and jumped out of the hole 
and ran.

TAKE PEOPLE FROM WRECKS. 


Line-Carrying Projectile Leaves a 
Trail of Light, Enabling Men on 
Shore to Get Rope to Imperiled 
Craft Quickly—Several Other 
provements Added, All of Which 
Are Expected to Supplant the Pres- 
ent System All Over the World. 


‘The saving of lives from wrecked ships is 
made more speedy and certain by a device 
invented by Captain W. L. Andres of the 


’ Jackson Park life-saving station. The new 


_{nvention, which. makes possible the prompt 
shooting of a life line over a wreck, no mat- 
ter how dark the night, was tested last even- 
ing. The old cannon is used, but instead of 
the old style projectile a sort of a steel rocket 
is fired. During its flight it leaves a long, 
bright trail of colored fire, which will make 
it easy to get the exact range of a wreck 
after two or three attempts. Several other 


improvements on the present system are 


made. 
Test a Complete Success. 

The test was a .complete success. The 
projectile was charged ‘with red, white, and 
blue powder, and the flight from the cannon 
was marked by the trail of light. The pow- 
der burned for thirty-five seconds, much 
longer than is necessary, as the shot is spent 
in a fraction of that time. 

Covering the powder holes is a flat disk, 
which is uncoupled from the shell by the 
‘concussion of firing. The charge in thecan- 
nontignites the slow burning powder in the 

shell through the medium of four small 
openings in the disk. At the same time this 
-{g done the disk files to one side, leaving the 
rocket powder, which is packed into the 
four holes, exposed. | | 
Improvement Long Sought. 

The inventor thinks his device means the 

ultimate displacement of the conventional 


/life-line shot. The probiem of eliminating 


certain objectionable features connected 
with the projectile now in use throughout 
the world has been made the subject of 
study among inventors for many years. 

In the manner of rendering aid to ships in 
distress in vogue now, shot after shot often 
is fired from shore without conveying 
knowledge to a crew that efforts are being 
made to effect their rescue. In the darkness 
there is often no clew to the exact wherea- 
bouts of the distressed craft, and as a con- 
sequence shots with life line attached are 
fired at random.. Though the projectiles 
may pass close to the spars of the vessel, the 
crew knows nothing of it ‘because of the 
heavy sea and strong wind which drown the 
whirr of the shot. Under the new conditions 
Captain Andrés declares it will be hard to 
miss the position of a boat needing assist- 
ance. 

- Another Improvement Made. 

‘The shank that throws off the disk from 
the breach of the shell in Captain Andres’ in- 
vention is the same agency that is utilized to 
overcome an obstacle in.the old shot, which. 
greatly lessens the range and hindered ac- 
curate aim. That the shot may lead ahead 
of the life line in its flight through the air 
it is necessary for the device now.in use to 
turn over once, for, before firing, the end 
which projects from the mouth:of the can- 
non is the one to which the life line is at- 
tached. In reversing its position while in 
the air the shot loses momentum. In the 
‘new invention this is overcome by a shank 
which opens from a groove in the side of the 
shot and allows the life line to trail after it 

without changing its course through the 
In daylight a whistle will take the place of 
the pyrotechnic display used at night, and it 
is expected that this will be of value in

HAROLD M’ADAMS TAKES STRYCH- 
NINE AND SHOOTS HIMSELF. 


Attempted Suicide of Son of the Quincy 
State Senator in the Windsor-Clif- 
ton Hotel—Two and a Half Grains of 
the Drug Not Sufficient—Hig Wifé 
Had Secured a Divorce from Him 
and He Was Dejected—Addicted to 

Gambling. 


Harold McAdams tried his best to commit 
suicide last night at the Windsor-Clifton 
Hotel. He had registered from San Fran- 
cisco, but he said he was a son of State Sena- 
tor McAdams of Quincy, Ill. Inquiry at 
Quincy proved that this was true. 

At 7 o’clock Miss Hortense Porteus of Du- 
buque, Ia., heard a shot coming from Mc- 
Adams’ room. He was found prone on the 
floor—an empty pistol and a bottle of strych- 
nine beside hifm. Both had failed in their 
mission, for the physicians said late last 
night that he would probably recover. 

He came to the hotel three weeks ago. He 
semed to have an abundance of money, but 
his dejection in appearance caused remark. 
One of the chambermaids told him to cheer 
up and he answered that he could not, as his 
wife had left him and married another man, 
though he had tried to prevent it. This is 
the only motive known to the hotel men 
who became well acquainted with McAdams 


Reticent as to His Family. | 

McAdams was away from the hotel much 
of each day, and in the evening frequently 
retired early.. His mail) was heavy and 
mostly from the central part of Illinois. 
Being a man of about 35 years of age, no one 
questioned him concerning his income nor 
asked him about his family. Two weeks ago 
a man he said was his father visited him for 
a few hours and seemed to cheer him up. 

Yesterday the cheerless man went out 
and bought a new suit and overcoat. At5 
p. m. he went out again and purchased a 
cheap bulldog pistol and the bottle of 


key from Clerk Kunz and asked that his mail 
be brought*up to him. Twenty minutes later 
Miss Porteus, who with her father was stay- 
ing at the hotel for the day, telephoned 
down that some one in room 104 had shot 


himself. | 


Took 2 1-2 Grains of Strychnine. — 

Dr. Ira H. Rea hurried to the room and 
found. that the bullet. had just grazed the 
skin above the heart, but that McAdams had 
taken about two and one-half grains of the 
poison, enough to kill severalmen. He was 
in convulsions and suffering great pain. 

‘““T want to die, but I don't want to suffer 
so,” he groaned,’and was put under opiates 
as soon as possible. For more than three 
hours Dr.. Rea worked-over him, and then 
pronounced his chance of recovery.as excel- 
lent. His father was telephoned and tele- 
graphed for, but no reply has been received 
at the hotel. 

‘‘ When McAdams came here I took a fancy 
to him,” said Manager H. Speer. “ He al- 
ways had money, and I know he spent large 
sums, for only the other day he showed me 
over $800. His family relations, so he said, 
were unhappy, and that is all I know of the

Census Bureau Gives Official Figures on 
‘Establishments in Business Dur- 
ing the Year 1900. 


Washington, D. C., April 4.—The Census 
office has issued a preliminary report re- 
garding the manufacture of tobacco in the 
United States, which shows the number of 
establishments to be 15,252, an increase of 31 
per cent over 1890. ‘The capital invested is 
$124,088,871; an increase of 29 per cent. The 
average number of wage-earners is 142,277, 
the Wages amounting to $49,852,484, an in- 
crease of 12 per cent. The total value of the 
products, including custom work and re- 
pairing, is $283,076,546. The miscellaneous 
expenses are placed at $79,496,422, an in- 
crease of 111 per cent over 1800.

CONGRESS TALKS 


EXCLUSION LAW. 


Both Houses Discuss Plans to 
Keep Chinese Labor Out 
of the Country. 


PLEAS OF WESTERN MEN.

Mitchell of*Oregon Addresses the 
Senate and Kahn Speaks in 
Lower Branch. 


QUAY OFFERS AMENDMENT, 


Washington, D. C., April 4.—[Special.]— 
Chinese exclusion took up the time of both 
Houses of Congress today, and strong 
speeches were made in each branch in favor 
of the proposed legislation. «4 

In the Senate the principal speech was 
made by Mr. Mitchell of Oregon, who took 
a firm stand against the admission of Ori-. 
ental labor. 

Mr. Mitchell said the policy of Chinese ex- 
clusion had become one of the great policies 
of this country, acquiesced in by all polit- 
ical parties, and as firmly fixed as the Mon- 
roe doctrine. It is a policy based upon the 
general welfare, 'upon the principle of pro- 
tection to American labor, and upon the 
doctrine of protection against noxious in- 
fection of those institutions which constitute 
American civilization, 

The basic principles of the pending bill were 
embodied in existing legislation, and such 
additions had been proposed as were ap- 
proved by experienced men and were in ac- 
cord with the decisions of the courts. The 
framers of the measure had endeavored to 


strictive measure, while keeping steadily in 
view all necessary means of protection 
against fraud. 


No Violation of Treaties. 

Mr. Mitchell expresesd the belief that the 
constitutionality of the proposed measure 
could not be-challenged successfully. It 
is in line,”’ said he, *‘ with the overwhelm- 
ing sentiment of this country. It is not, 
when viewed from the proper standpoint, in 
conflict With any existing treaty stipulations 
between the United.States and China. Even 
if it were, this could be urged only asa policy 
objection and not one that for a moment 
would go to any lack of power in Congress 
under the constitution to enact a law.”" 

In conclusion Mr. Mitchell warned the Re- 
publicans of the Senate that if they failed to 
pass the proposed bill, which had been agreed 
upon by a non-partisan commission, and in- 
sisted on forcing the passage of a statute 
‘which is inadequate and insufficient, then 
at the coming election look out for such a 
vote of condemnation of the Republican party 
on the Pacific coast as you have not heard 
since the overthrow of the Republican party 
in 1884.”’ 

Quay Offers an Amendment. 

Mr. Quay gave notice of the following 
amendment as an additional section: 

“That nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to exclude Chinese Christians or 
Chinese who assisted in the defense or relief 
of the foreign legations or the Pe-Tang 
Cathedral, in the City of Pekin, in the year 
1900.”’

Just 
at the close of Justice John C. Everett's court 
yesterday afternoon Alexander C. McNeill, 
accompanied by Henry N. Cooper, swore out 
warrants for the arrest of Streeter, his at- 
torney, Henry M. Coburn, and his right 
bower, Amasa F. Raymer. The charge 


rest on the charge of shooting John Kirk on 

Feb. 11. The warrants will be served to- 

day. 
New Move a Surprise. 

The move came asasurprise. On Wednes- 
day Justice Everett dismissed the cases 
brought by Streeter against the property- 
owners for the lack of sufficient evidence, 
and the “‘ Captain ’’ and his attorney consid- 
ered the matter dropped. Now the tables 
are to be turned. Captain Streeter is not 
only under bond for the death of Kirk, but 
will have to answer the charge of conspiracy 
to shift that blame on other parties. 

It was just at dusk when McNeill and 
Cooper entered the courtroom of Justice 
Everett, 125 Clark street, and swore out war- 
rants. When asked if these should be served 
in the évening they held a consultation and 
agreed that. today would be early enough. 
Both then went home, Cooper to La Grange 
and McNeill to his hotel, the Chicago Beach, 
where he stated that he did not wish to talk 
about the matter. Both have offices in the 
Chicago Title and Trust Building, 100 Wash- 
ington street, and both are property-owners 
in the district the ‘‘ Captain’ claims. 

The cases that brought this charge of con- 
spiracy were brought against General 
Charles Fitg-Simons, McNeill, Cooper, 
George Wahl, John Schrieber, and Samuel 
Protine, a watchman. Concerted action for 
revenge on Streeter is denied by these men, 
who say that the move is simply the result 
of a desire to get justice. 


Captain Talks of the Proceeding. 
Last night the ‘‘ Captain,’ in his tent, 


‘*What! They must be up agin it,’’ he re- 
marked. “They are hard pressed when 
they begin a conspiracy case against us. 
Me, my lawyer, and Raymer can take care 
of ourselves all right, and we ain’t no con- 
spirators neither. They are the conspirators 
and they are clean wrong to go against us.”’ 

** Will you accept the warrants?’ | 

** Naw, he won't,’ interrupted Mrs. 
Streeter. 


** Shut up,” broke in the ‘ Captain,”

Will Offer No Resistance. 


To all of this Raymer agreed and said 
that he would go out to meet the constable 
when he arrived on the borders of the dis- 
puted land. Lawyer Coburn was busy in 
court all the afternoon. 

*“ This is news to me,’’ stated Mr. Coburn. 
**T am totally innocent both as an attorney 
and as an individual in this matter of con- 
spiracy. They cannot drive me out of this 
case by such actions. Of course I do not 
know what course will be pursued by Justice 
Everett, but I do not consider the case as a 
serious one. When properly served I shall 
obey the order of the justice and appear in. 
court. So will my clients.’’ : 


WIFE OF SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
INSANE: CLEARS UP SCANDAL. 


Connecticut Woman Confesses She 
Wrote Letters That Caused Husband 
and Teacher to.Accuse Each Other. 


Norwich, Conn., April 4.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
John W. McClellan, wife of the former school 
principal at Rowayton, who was arrested: 
on complaint of Miss Elizabeth A. Ervin, 
who had been accused by the principal of 
writing anonymous letters of a scandalous 
nature, has been adjudged insane. She con- 
fessed she wrote the letters that broke up 
the Rowayton school, and exonerated both’ 
her husband and Miss Ervin. . 

Miss Ervin was accused last December by 
the principal and Miss Emma Cushman, 
an associate teacher, of writing the letters.

Company Organized to Give Arriving 


Ones Assistance and Protection Un- 
able to Find Enough Clients. 


Does a breath of American air make the 
foreigner independent? If not why. is it that 
men known to be timid and requiring pro- 
tection on their native soil straighten up and 


_walk alone when transplanted to the United 


States? 

These are questions which the Italo Pro- 
tective Labor and Supply company would 
like to have answered. Its officers*have in- 
vested their money and received no return 
because the Italian declined to be protected.

They cannot learn from 
any markings on the cars, the conductors 
won't tell, and they take their risks of incon- 
venience every time they board a train. 
They appealed to the superintendent and 


asked for regular schedules of local trains, 


and he told them to regulate the Wells street 
bridge. They complained to the conductors, 
who told them it was none of their business. 
Now they are talking of going either to the 
law or to the City Council and see whose 
business it is to make the trains stop at 


tations, and not wherever the train hands 


or the managers deem fit. 
Hear a Doleful Sound. | 

“Chicago avenue. Next stop Belmont. 
All who want intermediate stations get off 
and take the next train,”’ is a call that is 
getting monotonous to those who are in 
a hurry and want some station between 
the two. It is undermining the patience 
of those who in cold or wet weather rush 
to a platform and see the train go whirling 
by as if it were a matter of no importance 
to any one but the conductor, who wants 
to make up time. - 

The next train may stop—more frequent- 
ly it:don’t, for it Is likely to follow the ex- 
ample of the first, and the third is so full 
it can hold no more save on the platforms 
or in’ the aisles. : 

If the missing of the stations between 
Chicago and Belmont avenues was the only 
freak movement it could be watched and 
allowed for, but no one knows when the 
jarring tones of the conductor are going 
to announce a similar decree and force a 
hasty and inconvenient exit. 


Two Men Miss Appointment. 

The other morning a train drew out of the 
Chicago avenue station toward the north, and 
it kept on going. It did not stop at Division, 
it swept past Larrabee, it ignored Halsted 
and Fullerton, but when it drew near Diver- 
sey boulevard two men stepped up to the 
conductor and told him they wanted to get 
off there, as they had a case in the Sheffield 
avenue justice court.

*“*IT did not pay for Belmont avenue, but 
for Diversey boulevard, and I want to get off 
there.’’ 

‘* Not my business. We stop at Belmont.”

Guards Sometimes Forget.

New Rule for Assessments. 


In addition to reducing this assessment the. 
Judges laid down a rule which is expected to 
govern assessing bodies not only in lilinois, 
but in other States where these Judges have 
jurisdiction, as to the correct method of ar- 
riving at the value of the capital stock of 
corporations for taxing purposes. It is: 

That the investor has a right to look fora 
return of 6 per cent on his investment and 
the real value of stock is above or. below 
par as it pays more or less than this amount 
in dividends. 

Stock market quotations, the Judges hold, 
are only valuable as an index to the value, 
but do not determine it absolutely. From 
thie value 30 per cent must be deducted to 
equalize it with other assessments. 

in addition, the corporations are entitled 
to a reasonable deduction, in the case of 
the Unfon Traction company estimated at 6 
per cent of the value of its plant, for ordinary 
repairs and maintenance. Value of perma- 
nent improvement, however, shall be as- 
sessed with the other tangible property. 


Companies Must Pay at Once.

‘Orange Girls, and Ballade Mongers 
to Take Their Part. 


' A representation of an Elizabethan play- 
house, staging a Ben Jonson play and intro- 
ducing into the audience orange girls and 
ballade mongers, as well as lords and ladies 
in dress characteristic of the period, will be 
the. annual dramatic presentation of the 
students of the University of Chicago, to be 
given at the Auditorium on May 17. 

As was the practice in the sixteenth cen- 
tury, both male and female characters will 
be taken by men. Coeds will have their 
parts’ to play in the audience, and, like Nell 
Gwynn, will sell oranges and lend their pres- 
ence to give the general atmosphere of the 
Elizabethan period.

The 
governments of Europe’ have inaugurated 
strict laws prohibiting the sailing of large 
parties of emigrants, and in this country the 
Consuls are to watch for immigrants, report 
their arrival, the method of bringing them 
here, and the purpose for which they were 
brought. 

Where subjects of foreign governments are 
killed accidentally all facts are to be gath- 
ered by the Consuls, and if the employing 
corporations are culpable, according to the | 
evidence, .power of aittorney is to be re- 
quested of relatives, if non-resident, and 
| suit for damages will be commenced in their 
name. 

‘The three governments most affected by 
immigration to this locality are the Russian, 
Austro-Hungarian, and Italian. 


Have Trouble Securing Facts. 


At the local consulaites the officials said 
there was room for imprevement, and that 
they had suffered some rough experiences in 
securing information from the corporations 
for the protection of persons who had been 

injured. | 
'““In many cases it is impossible to secure 

the facts,”’ said Count Anthony L, Rdz- 

wadowski, Italian Consul. ‘“ Once: I was 

compelled to appeal tio the authorities at 

‘Washington before I was permitted even to 

talk with an injured man.” 

Only a short time ago Count Roswadowski 
had a claim against a local corporation for 
an injured Italian. He placed it in the hands 
of an attorney and it was settled promptly. 

‘* We have had a hard time to obtain facts 
from subjects of our governments in South | 

hicago,’’ said a representative of the Rus- 
sian Consul. “‘ In two eases we were refused 
admission to the quarters Occupied by the in- 
jured man.”’ 


Told to Withhold Names.

As a result. of the inquest, how- 
ever, the secretary obtained the names and 
has forwarded a request for power of attor- 
ney to bring suit for damages against the 
company. Rubens, Dupuy & Fischer have 
been instructed to gather the information 
required and prepare to institute the suit. 


_ Speaks for Steel Company. 
President E. J.. Buffington of the INinois 
Steel company disclaimed any attempt to 
keep back the cause of the death of the men. 

“* Representatives of the company testified 
how the accident occurred,” he said, and it 
was reported promptiy to the police. There 
was no attempt to hide anything. I have 
given instructions to make known the facts 
wherever and whenever desired.”’ 

Mr. Buffington said he did not know how 
many men were killed annually in the plant 
of the company at South Chicago, as there 
were no available reports. The hospital of 
the company handles the less serious cases, 
and people are admiltted whenever: not 
inspired by-idle curiosity.’’.

SCARLET FEVER CAUSES ALARM 


Prevalence of Disease Arouses Health 
Department and Two Undertakers’ 
Licenses Are Suspended. 


* The prevalence of scarlet fever is again 
alarming Health department officials, 644 
cases having been reported in March, as 
against 156 for March, 1901. To the negli- 
gence of parents, relatives, and undertak- 
ers is ascribed the great increase, according 
to the physicians in the City Hall. : 
Health Commissioner Reynolds has sus- 
pended the licenses of two undertakers, 
Bernard McNeil, 2915 State street, and Jacob 
Weinstein, 264 West Fourteenth street, on 
charges of carelessness and violating the 
rules laid down for the interment of the 
bodies of scarlet.fever victims. 

The regulations of the Health department 
require that in cases of death from scarlet 
fever or scarlatina, scarlet rash, burial shall 
be within thirty-six hours from time of 
death, and funerals shall be strictly pri- 
vate. Under no conditions shall children 
be allowed to enter a house where death 
from any disease in this group has occurred 
until apartments have been thoroughly dis- 
infected. 
these funerals. It is also provided that no 


 wndertaker shall be a party to or shall as- 


sist in a burial or funeral in violation of 
the regulations, but shall explain to the 
family the necessity for precautions against 
the spread of contagion and infection, and 
make it clear that violation or neglect of 
the rules of the Health department will work 
suspension or revocation of his license. 

For March last 1,004 cases of contagious 
diseases were reported to the Health de- 
partment, as against 458 for March of 1901.

WALCOTT AND RUSSELL DRAW. 


Long Man and Short Man Give an 
Amusing Exhibition of Fisticuffs 
at Wabash Show.

Fred. Russell, the giant of the prize ring, 
was fortunate to receive a draw in his con- 
test with pigmy Joe Walcott at the Wabash 
Athletic club last night. 

The match was the most ridiculous in the 
history of American. pugilism. Imagine a 
man fully 6 feet 3 inches in height and 
weighing at least 225 pounds, contesting 
with a man only 5 feet 1% inches tall and 
weighing 147 pounds. How the match was 
ever made or even ever thought of is be- 
yond all reasoning. i 

Probably the challenges to all heavy+ 
weights issued by Walcott during the last 
two years had something to do withit. His 
victories over Joe Choynski and other ptgil- 
ists who overtopped him in stature and out- 
weighed him led him and his manager to 
believe he was capable of beating any man 
that walked in shoe leather. It was this be- 
lief, I presume, that brought on las night’ 
contest. It was arranged, presumably, 

a sort of tryout for Joe against a full-fleged 
heavy weight. 

Russell did well. Not because he received 
a draw, but because he did not get his block 
knocked off as anticipated. He cannot fight. 
He proved that last night when, with the ad- 
vantage of over a foot in height and nearly 
eighty pounds in weight, he could not de- 
feat, I might say, a boy. That is ridiculous. 
It simply illustrates his utter incompetency 
as a fighter. Walcott did well—as well as 
was expected. He was under.a frightful 
haindicap, but at that he buckled into his 
huge opponent and fought him from start to 
finish. 

He began operations by landing a solid 
left swing on the gtant’s neck, and followed it 
a minute latter with a right on te jaw, which 
sent the huge mase of flesh and muscle and 
bone to the floor for the count of six. It 
looked bad for the big fellow thus early in 
the game, and a number of smail wagers 
were laid he would not finigh the first round. 

Joe, thinking he had him, whaled away at 
the giant with both hands as soon as he 
regained his feet. Fred, however, covered 
his face with his big mitte end hurried him- 
self into a clinch, remaining there until he 
had fully recovered. The Httie fellow, al- 
though worried a bit by the hugging he re- 
ceived, kept pegging away, landing and 
missing, with both hands. Fred was prac- 
tically up in the air. The wallop on the jaw 
was atill fresh in his memory, and to avoida 
repetition he covered and clinched continu- 
ously. He braced up a little toward the end 
of the round, and managed to send Joe to 
his knee with an overhand right hand wallop. 

Walcott was the aggressor throughout and 
round and the only damage he received was 
by Fred’s grappling whenever danger was 
in sight.

DR. CRONIN’S INSURANCE VOID.

Doyle was going to give us more of Sherlock 
Hoimes, I trembled at his temerity; but he 
knew himself better thanIiknewhim. “ The 
Hound of the Baskervilles ” is as fresh and 
spontane@us a story as though the adven- 
tures of Sherlock Hoimes had never been 
written. I advise no one to take the book 
up who will feel obliged to lay it down before 
he has finished it—this would be too greata 
trial. Another bit of advice would be to a 
nervous person not to readitat night.

According to Masson, Marie Louise arrived 
in France with good intentions, which, how- 
ever, soon disappeared. One of her first acts 
was to send boxes of Sevres ware, tapestries, 
dresses, and hats to her “dear mamma” 
and toys and bonbons to her Nttle sisters. 
To her father, a collector of engravings, she 
sent everything she could find to please him, 

‘Regular convoys bearing the presents were 
kept constantly en route for Vienna, and the 
employés of the wardrobe were kept busy 
packing while the French Ambassador at 
Vienna was kept still busier surveying the 
arrival of the gifte and presenting them to 
the imperial family. In packing expenses 
alone she spent 4,233 francs in 1810 and more 
than 8,000 francs in the three following 
years. The people of France became sus- 
picious, suspected treachery, grew jealous of 
_Austria, and “ the Marquis of Montebello, 
who had charge of the imperial funds, in- 
stead of warning the young Empress, en- 
couraged the sacrifices and talked so much 
of Austria that the young sovereign began to 

dream only of her own country and the most 

beautiful landscapes in France were negiect- 
el while she mused upon the environg of: 
Vienna.”

The first of the family was a stable boy, 
named Lannes, whose son became a soldier, 
rose from the ranks to be one of Napoleon's 
Generals, ond after winning the battles of 
the first empire, notably that of Montebello, 
was made Marshal and later Duke of Mon.

OLEOMARGARINE I8 DOOMED. 
The Senate has passed the oleomargarine 
bill. —Two Democrats voted for it and seven 
Republicans, counting Senator Wellington 
as a Republican, voted against it. The 
Senate did not divide on strict party lines. 
It came near dividing on strict butter-mak- 
ing lines. As a rule, the dairying Status 
voted for the bill and the States where 
dairying is not carried on extensively voted 
against it. The two Rhode Island Sena- 
tors voted in the negative. In their State 
the farmers have not much influence and 
do not make much butter. There is a large 
industrial population which consumes con- 
siderable oleomargarine. It is because the 
dairying States have a proportionately 
larger representation in the House than 


through the House so much more easily 
than it did through the Senate. | 
Some amendments made by the Senate 
are yet to be acted on by the House, but it 
will not take long to adjust the matter. Then 
the manufacturers of colored oleomargarine 
will be obliged to pay a tax of 10 cents a 
pound on their product.

They 
may belong to the singer who satisfies the 
intellect or pleases the senses. Those, how- 
“ever, who appeal to the uncultivated as 
well as to the cultivated and reach the 
highest summits of achievement are those
